As the soldiers grow more ad- 
vanced in years they become more de- 
pendent, are more often confined to 
their beds and need better medical at- 
tention. The directors are therefore 
determined that the additional hos- 
pital building shall be erected as soon 
as possible.

Uniess business picks up considerably 
within the next few weeks the job of 
being game warden in Fulton county 
isn't going to be so lucrative ag it 
seemed at first blush. 

The game warden for Fulton county 
is J. W. McCord, of Crawfordville, and 
he has established his office in the of- 
fice of George Tumlin, keeper of public 
buildings and grounds, at the capitol 
and opened up for business on the first 
of October. 

Since that date Warden MeCord hae 
been busily engaged issuing as many 
as thirteen licenses to hunt under the 
new game law. Nine of these were 
state licenses and four of them were for 
the county. ? 

For this task Mr. McCord received 
one dollar for each state license or the 
total sum of nine dollars, and for each

of the four county licenses he received 
twenty-five cents each, or the total sum 
of one dollar, all of which makes a 
grand total of ten dollars. 

However, Mr. McCord is not discour- 
aged. He figures that the hunting sea- 
son will not open up in.full blast until 
about December and then he will recap 
a harvest, he thinks, in the way of 
registrations, 

Warden McCord doesn’t intend to an- 
point any deputies in this county. He 
figures that he can do all the work 
himself and then he will not have to 
split fees. He reports that so far there 
have been no violations of the game 
law reported from this county, but Ful- 
ton isn't much of a hunting county anvy- 
way, the biggest part of the hunting 
being done for “blind tigers” and they 
don’t come within the purview of the 
game warden.
